• THE COLONIAL Cagers 
took third place in the Car- 
ousel Tournament held De- 
cember 29-31 at Charlotte, 
North Carolina.

In the opening minutes of the 
game the hustling G. W. squad 
threatened to take the contest In 
a walk. The Buff took an 11 point 
lead in the first seven minutes of 
play, but by half time it had 
leaked to eight points. 

In the second half Fordham J 
continued to chip away the Buff 
bulge, and finally with only nine 
minute remaining the Rams tied 
It up. The lead see-sawed back 
and forth for the next few min- 
utes, but Fordham pulled ahead 
with a little over two minutes re- 
maining in the game.
